farmers who have accepted the prevailing price. 
They sold 


on a falling market. They were pinched and had to pay their 
debts. 
There are wheat farmers- who ar«? very much akin to 


thousands of southern cotton growers. 
They harvest their 


wheat and they sell it to the first buyer just as thousands of 
cotton growers pick and gin their crop and hurry it onto the 
market. 
1 
Jf the foreign demand for wheat is going to be !»< great as* 


the survey indicates then wheat will go back to its old price of 
$l.'2."i or *1.:10 a bushel but the little fellows who grow wheat 


• will not get the benefit of the advance price. Those who grow 
wheat and are able to hold it or those who buy wheat at the 
prevelem price and are amply able to bold it will reap the 
harvest of profit should it come. 


Politically .speaking if wheat should advance to jjil.2.~» a 


bushel ihe farmer-politicians or tho*e who claim to be farmer- 
politicians a.s well a-s zealous friends of the tillers of the soil, 
will be compelled to revise their estimates or predictions of 
what is going to happen next year. 
Cotton appears to be on 


a twenty-cent basis and leading cotton gamblers of the south 
predict that the prire will go thirty-five cents before the end 
of the prcj-yetit cotton year. 


There is a bumper crop of corn and the eeretil is selling at 


a fancy price. And the hog is coming back. He was selling at 
16.40 last year and now top price* are not far from the $10 
m*rk.
